T-l advised 
that SL'WKO JHLOVICH, aupra, attondod tho colobration and 
montlonod of ton while thoro that the Gary, Indiana Macedonians 
woro purchasing a $30,000 hall In Gary, T-l romarked that

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Indiana, among >jhom wore SLAVKO JUI/)VICH, supra, and ono 
his sons, \hosa noma Is unknown to Informant, and WALTER
